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Editorial Comment 


EXPLORE ALL POSSIBILITIES 


Philosophical dissertations involving the dispensing of special 
privileges that would allow the payment of certain new taxes by 
select groups of Porterville citizens has been unduly limited in scope, 
and there is reason to believe that exciting new taxation potentials 
would most certainly appear if Porterville city councilmen would get 
their heads out of the sand and explore in depth all possible avenues 
of approach that might lead to the creation of new city revenue. 

Analyzing, from the standpoint of pure logic, the factor of 
proposed city capital improvement projects in relation to ability to 

_ pay, it becomes obvious that if persons who have a telephone, who 
use gas and electricity, who have running water in their homes, who 
subscribe to cable TV and who partake of fermented products of the 
farm in bars, saloons, pubs, restaurants, cocktail lounges and other et 
als, are to be singled out as worthy of the special privilege of paying 
new city taxes, then the principle of privileged groups paying special 
taxes is established in both theory and actuality, and application of 
the theory and fact should be expanded in imaginative concept and 
practice. 

Present limited scope of Porterville city councilmen’s proposed 
application of special taxes, payable by special groups to provide 
general. fund revenue, lacks vision and indicates a superficial 
approach since such fertile fields are ignored as the taxing of those 
persons who eat ice cream; those who drink the various Cola and 
Un-Cola beverages; those who drink tea and coffee, even those who 
drink milk. 

And what a challenging concept of taxation is inherently present 
in the creating of special taxes, payable by such groups of persons as, 
from left to right: Those who- purchase radio time; those who 
purchase travel tickets; those who buy glasses; those who buy 
flowers; and those who carry insurance. 

Out of this unbiased, unprejudiced analysis of Porterville’s city 
hall dilemma comes the unmistakable conclusion that the granting of 
special privileges to special groups to pay special taxes is not ready 
for council action as yet, and will not be until such time as all 
possibilities for application of this type of taxation have been 
thoroughly explored - say in about 50 years.

The Jonger the illegal na- 


tion-wide boycott of Califor- 
nia table grapes goes on, the 
more obvious it becomes to 
any thinking person that Con- 
gress—not the supermarket— 
is the proper, the only forum 
for development of equitable 
guidelines that will protect 
the rights of farm labor, 
growers, and consumers. 


This is the firm conviction 


' of political, agricultural and 


business leaders, as well as 
growing thousands of con- 
sumers and organizations 
across the nation. And its 
validity is attested to by the 
failure of Cesar Chavez and 
his United Farm Workers Or- 
ganizing Committee (UF WOC) 
not only to organize grape 
pickers but also to enter into 
sincere and meaningful nego- 
tiations with those growers 
who have expressed willing- 
ness to work out a labor-man- 
agement contract with his 
“union.” 

Governor Ronald Reagan, 
noting the collapse of those 
talks, said recently that it is 
futile to attempt negotiations 
“with someone making non- 
negotiable demands in an area 
where no ground rules exist.” 
Which is the crux of the prob- 
lem, since the special nature 
of agricultural production 
makes application of standard 
labor-management practices 
impossible. You can’t put ripe 
grapes back on the production 
line after a strike has been 
settled. You lose your crop 
and maybe your farm. 

Governor Reagan cited Cal- 
ifornia Senator George Mur- 
phy’s Consumers Agricultural 
Food Protection Act as the 
type of federal legislation 
needed to set up the essential 
ground rules for equitable 
farm labor negotiations — 
ground rules that would pro- 
tect all parties concerned. 

The Governor’s position is 
shared by such business lead- 
ers as Alan T. Rains, execu-

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Crash Program Aimed At Control Of 
Verticillium Wilt In County Cotton 


VISALIA — Cotton growers 
in Tulare county are pinning 
their hopes for a long-range 
answer to their critical 
Verticillium Wilt problem on a 
massive research program now 
under way in the area. 

At the same time, with heavy 
wilt showing up earlier than last 
year, they are banking on hot 
weather in August and 
September to keep wilt from 
getting out of hand in the 
current season. 

In recent years, a new and 
virulent form of wilt has 
threatened to eliminate cotton 
as a major crop in the nation’s 


second ranking agricultural 
county. 

‘Prior to the wilt, Tulare 
County lint averages scored 


nearly 1,000 pounds to the acre. 
Two years ago, the average fell 
to 692 pounds as wilt struck 
savagely. Last year, with more 
favorable weather conditions, 
the average rebounded to 861 
pounds. 

Solution to the wilt problem 
is termed “a life and death 
matter for many growers” by 
Tulare County Farm Adviser 
Alan George, who served as 
guide for a recent tour of the 
wilt area organized by the

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California Planting Cotton Seed 
distributors for its directors and 
other men involved in the 
research effort. 

The crash research program is 
in its fourth year, with 
University of California and U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
teams working on the scene with 
growers and the cotton industry. 
After checking and discarding 
many ideas, the researchers now 
are centering their attention on 
breeding wilt resistance into the 
cotton plants. 

Higher wilt tolerance might 
be bred into the cotton now in 
general planting, SJ-1. Or, an 
entirely new cotton strain could 
be adopted under the San 
Joaquin Valley’s one-variety law 
if wilt resistance could be found 
in a strain along with yield and 
quality comparable to SJ-1.

downward of $3,414,250, or 
—5,.89%, according to the State 
Board of Equalization, which 


assesses these _ properties 
annually. 
The preliminary statewide 


total for the 192 utilities was 
pegged at $4.7 billion, nearly the 
same as last year because of 
equalization, the board said. 

Contributing to the static 
total were such factors as a 
reduction in the assessment ratio 
and property transfers to public 
agencies. 

The board announced last 
September that it had embarked 
in 1959 on a program to reduce 
the assessment level gradually 
from 50% of market value to 
that of locally-assessed property 
- 25%. This year it dropped the 
percentage from 35 to 33% in 
following a constitutional 
mandate for assessment 
uniformity between utility and 
all other property. : 

Utility value indicators 
include earnings, stock and debt 
values, depreciation, 
reproduction costs and historical 
costs. 

The board will officially set 
the assessed values on August 4. 
Utilities can appeal during the 
first two weeks in August. 
Appeals will be granted or 
denied on or before August 18.

County Farms 


VISALIA — Both harvesting 
and planting is underway on 
Tulare county farms according 
to weekly report from Elvin O. 
Mankins, agricultural 
commissioner. 

Sudan grass is now being 
planted, also fall tomatoes. Milo 
is in all stages of development, 
some fields are just now 
breaking ground while other 
fields are heading out. 

Silage corn is _ nearing 
maturity; cotton is blooming 
and setting squares, and control 
measures are being taken for 
lygus bug and mites; alfalfa hay 
is being cut and baled. 

Cardinal grapes are being 
packed, with good _ quality; 
mid-season peaches, plums, and 
nectarines are being picked; 
harvest of early canning peaches 
has started. 

Valencia orange harvest is 
continuing with quality of 
packed fruit maintained through 
heavy cullage; summer tomato 
harvest is past its peak, however 
quality is still good; a slow 
market has reduced potato 
digging; harvest of Honeydew, 
Crenshaw, and Casaba melons is 
in full swing and watermelons 
are still being picked; bell 
peppers are being packed.

capacity of about 400 persons 
for community gatherings. 

A kitchen, an organizational 
meeting room, and _= several 
smaller variable-purpose rooms, 
along with locker and shower 
room, rest rooms, storage area, 
and administrative room space 
are, provided for in the floor 
plan. 

Design will be virtually the 
same as the neighborhood center 
building that is now in use at 
Oildale, in Kern county. 

The Memorial district board, 
for several years, has been 
accumulating money earmarked 
for the Poplar _ building. 
Financing plan, as developed by 
Schafer, indicates $138,000 for 
building construction; $20,000 
for site work such as landscaping 
and parking lot; $10,000 for 
plans, engineering and 
inspection; and $17,500 for 
purchase of the initial six acres. 

“We have enough money to 
go ahead with the project on this 
approximate basis,” Faure says. 
“Our present 10-cent tax rate 
will be continued and_ is 
sufficient, with accumulated 
funds, to handle the Poplar 
project plus our operating 
budget of $36,500 for the 
coming year.” 

Real push for construction of 
the Poplar building was started 
several years ago by the Poplar 
chamber of commerce, at that 
time headed by Hack 
Hutchinson, who has continued 
to represent. the Poplar chamber 
in negotiations with the 
Memorial district board.
